Mrs. Reitz today said she 
didn’t know the details of 
her son’s d e a t h . “ We’re 
waiting 
for a 
letter from 
the Arm y,” she remarked. 
“ All 
we know is he

shot by accident.”

was shot fatally in the chest 
by a fellow soldier who was 
demonstrating 
a 
“f a s t 
draw’’ with a .45 calibre pis­ 
tol. The incident took place 
among a group of soldiers 
going on guard dirty.

The motion for a sanity hear­ 
ing was filed with trial Judge 
Brown under Texas law dealing 
with a accused 
or convicted 
crim inal who becom es insane 
after a crim e is com m itted.

West of the University of Okla­ 
homa said Ruby, who is Jewish, 
suffered “delusions” that Jews

CHESTER, Pa. (UPI) — A 
Negro leader today promised 
more demonstrations here de­ 
spite the personal intervention 
of Gov. William W. Scranton in 
the 
bitter, 
violence - marked 
civil rights dispute. 
Scranton flew to Philadelphia 
Sunday for meetings aimed at 
calming the school-oriented ra­ 
cial 
tensions in this 
nearby 
city. 
He 
also 
requested 
the 
Pennsylvania Human Relations 
Commission to convene in Har­ 
risburg today to consider full 
public hearings on the situation. 
For a month, there have been 
almost nightly demonstrations 
against de facto segregation in 
schools here. Scores have been 
injured and the number arrest­ 
ed runs into the hundreds. Fri­ 
day night, six policemen and 20 
other persons were hurt in a 
street clash. 
The threat of renewed dem­ 
onstrations came from Stanley 


Branch, head of the Chester 
Committee for Freedom Now, 
who was omitted from the truce 
meetings the governor and his 
top aides held Sunday. 
“ I’m running the show down 
here in Chester. If the governor 
and (State Atty. Gen Walter) 
Alessadroni want to meet with 
anybody, they’ll have to meet 
with me,” Branch said.

nia, show that 4,753 traffic acci­ 
dents were recorded in Bucks 
County during 1963. This shows 
a 5.4 per cent increase over 
1962 when 4,508 accidents were 
posted. 
Commissioner of Traffic Safe­ 
ty Harry H. Brainerd and his 
statistical staff reported that of 
the total number of accidents in 
Bucks County, 58 persons were 
killed, or IO more than in 1962. 
Included in this total are 29 ur­ 


ban deaths and 29 rural deaths. 
In addition, Bucks County acci­ 
dents injured 2,573 persons in 
1963. 
Accident Breakdown 
In a complete breakdown of 
the 4,753 traffic accidents, the 
commissioner reported 50 fa- 
tals, 1,679 non-fatals, and 3,024 
property damage accidents.
